PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Seventy-third  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of 

the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters — Greetings : 

The  circumstances  under  which  I  have  labored  this 
year  have  been  most  trying.  Fir^t,  there  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  sickness.  Second,  the  almost  unceasing  rains  have 
been  a  great  hinderance.  Yet  I  have  tried  as  best  I  could 
to  carry  out  the  will  of  the  Conference  in  visiting  the 
churches  and  trying  to  encourage  and  instruct  the  people 
everywhere.  I  am  gratified  to  report  that  though  this  has 
been  a  hard  year  for  us  all,  that  our  people  are  not  so  badly 
discouraged  as  would  appear.  With  just  a  little  more  push 
and  courage  on  the  part  of  our  preachers  we  can  tide  over 
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all  right.  However,  it  will  be  difficult  for  our  pastors  to 
put  more  service  into  the  work  unless  they  are  more  amply 
supported.  This  must  be  done  or  we  are  at  the  breaking 
point  as  a  Conference.  I  exhort  every  delegate  to  keep  this 
one  fact  in  mind  and  do  not  fail  to  talk  it  wherever  you  go 
and  put  forth  an  effort  to  get  our  pastors'  salaries  increased 
■:o  double  what  they  have  oeen. 

Though  we  had  a  haid  year  I  feel  safe  in  reporting  to 
you  that  we  are  holding  our  own.

May  the  17th  I  released  Rev.  J.  H.  Lewis  as  pastor  of 
Winnfield  church.  > 

May  the  18th  I  appointed  Rev.  L.  C.  Little  pastor  of 
Winnfield  church. 

On  May  the  25th  I  released  Rev.  B.  Deville  from  An- 
tioch  church  on  Spring  Lake  circuit. 

June  the  18th  I  released  Rev.  E.  0.  Hearn  from  Rice 
circuit. 

On  July  the  20th  I  released  Rev.  L.  C  .Little  as  pastor 
of  Hicks  circuit  and  also  from  Winnfield  church. 

On  September  the  15th  I  appointed  Rev.  F  .C.  Futrell 
pastor  of  Hicks  circuit,  leaving  Winnfield  unsupplied.

Methvin  requesting  that  he  be  continued  as  a  member  of 
this  Conference,  and  that  when  he  fineshed  school  that  he 
would  return  home. 

Let  us  all  take  courage  and  press  the  battle  harder 
than  ever  before.  Our  opportunities  are  great  and  we  can 
do  the  work  if  we  will. 

This  is  a  most  trying  time  for  the  church  everywhere, 
but  a  time  when  the  church  is  most  needed  by  the  world. 
Let  us  go  to  the  rescue  of  a  lost  world,  and  as  the  Methodist 
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Protestant  church  we  must  do  our  part;  and  let  us  feel  as 
a  Conference  that  we  have  a  great  part  to  do  in  this  great 
mission. 

Recommendations 

That  we  put  forth  every  effort  to  revive  our  churches 
everywhere,  and  that  we  live  up  to  the  great  campaign  now 
on  to  bring  about  a  great  ingathering  of  souls.  Let  the 
Louisiana  Conference  keep  time  with  the  great  forward 
movement  in  our  church,  both  to  raise  a  million  dollars  dur- 
ing the  four  years  now  coming  swiftly  to  a  close  and  to  in- 
crease our  membership  twenty-five  per  cent. 

Again  let  me  beg  that  somehow  our  pastors  shall  be 
better  supported,  so  that  they  may  be  more  able  to  take  care 
of  the  work  assigned  them. 

I  wish  to  tender  my  thankb  to  the  Conference  for 
honors  bestowed  upon  me,  and  I  assure  you  that  I  have  en- 
deavored to  be  true  to  my  trust.  I  have  tried  to  carry  out 
the  wishes  of  the  Conference  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  if 
there  is  anything  left  undone  it  has  only  been  an  oversight 
on  my  part. 

May  God  richly  bless  and  prosper  the  Conference.  I 
feel  that  I  have  had  honors  enough  for  awhile  at  least,  and 
I  hope  that  you  may  see  fit  to  bestow  this  great  honor  upon 
some  moreworthy  brother  than  myself.

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PERSONAL  LETTER  FROM  DR.  LYMAN  E.  DAVIS 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  October  24,  1919. 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren : 

With  my  greetings  and  my  benediction  to  you  all,  I 
desne  to  present  for  your  earnest  consideration  a  few  enter- 
prises important  to  our  denominational  future. 

First  of  all,  I  rejoice  with  you  in  the  successful  prog- 
ress of  our  Million  Dollar  Campaign,  which  has  already  ad- 
vanced four-fifth  of  the  way  toward  the  goal.  But  this 
glorious  campaign  for  the  kingdom  must  be  continued,  not 
only  until  the  aggregate  sum  oi  one  million  dollars  has  been 
raised  for  our  Boards  and  Institutions,  but  until  all  Confer- 
ences, including  every  circuit  and  station,  have  done  their 
part  and  have  reaped  the  honor  and  the  good  of  having  done 
their  part  in  this  great  movement.  I  desire  to  urge,  in 
'  ocldit.Oii  to  the  conclusion  of  the  million  dollar  drive,  a  two- 
fold plan  of  campaign  for  the  immediate  future ; 

1.  A  country-wide  evangelistic  campaign,  beginning 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  next  session  of  the  annual  Con- 
ierence  and  covering  eveiy  seci:io:i  of  the  cliurch  thiough 
out  the  coming  year,  with  the  hope  of  reaching  the  goal  of 
25%  increase  in  membership  by  the  next  General  Confer- 
ence, but  most  of  all  for  the  purpose  of  upbuilding  the  King- 
dom of  Christ  in  every  circuit  and  station  of  our  beloved 
Zion.  My  suggestion  as  to  this  country-wide  evangelistic 
campaign  was  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  the  committee  also  approved  a  suggestive  plan 
for  the  campaign  as  offered  by  the  Forward  Movement  Com- 
mission in  connection  with  the  denominational  secretaries. 

2.  A  financial  campaign  in  behalf  of  our  superan- 
nuated ministers  throughout  the  whole  denomination,  mak- 
ing this  the  very  next  forward  movem_ent  in  the  financial 
field  after  the  close  of  our  Million  Dollar  Drive.  Our  very 
next  financial  obligation  is  to  our  superannuated  ministers ; 
and  this  cam'paign  should  be  pushed,  both  through  the  Na- 
tional Preachers'  Aid  Society,  organized  at  Zanesville,  and 
through  the  various  Annual  Conference  societies.  In  this 
connection  also  and  as  a  part  of  the  same  movement,  the 
attention  of  the  whole  denomination  must  be  called  to  the 
need  of  the  pastors  now  in  service  as  well  as  to  the  needs  of 
those  who  are  superannuated ;  and  the  minimum  salary,  to- 
gether with  the  average  salary,  should  be  set  high  enough 
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to  place  our  ministry  on  a  par  with  those  of  other  denomi- 
nations. 

With  my  loving  benediction  upon  you  all  and  praying 
for  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  pentacostal  measure 
upon  every  pastor  and  people  throughout  your  Conference,

HOLINESS  OR  ENTIRE  SANCTIFICATION

entire  sanctification,  clearly  and  emphatically. 

Whereas,  This  Doctrine  is  a  Bible  truth,  taught  in  the 
Bible  from  Genesis  to  Revelations,  be  it  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Louisiana  Conference,  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church,  That  we  affirm  our  faith  and  confidence  in 
"be  Methodist  Protestant  church  in  her  loyalty  to  the  doc- 
trine of  holiness  as  a  second  definite  work  of  grace,  and  her 
attitude  toward  those  seeking  the  higher  life,  and  that  we 
invite  the  co-operation  of  all  those  who  hold  this  truth  in 
wisdom,  to  unite  with  us  in  spreading  scriptural  holiness 
over  these  lands. 


RESOLUTION 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Prof.  J.  N. 
Warner,  who  moved  its  adoption,  and  it  being  duly  seconded 
by  Rev.  A  .G.  Austin  and  placed  before  the  Conference  by 
President  Mouser,  was  unanimously  adopted  and  so  declared 
by  the  chair: 

Whereas  the  indebtedness  resting  upon  the  property 
in  the  city  of  Monroe,  La.,  known  as  the  Home  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  has  been  paid  in  full,  and  as  the  ownership  of 
this  property  rests  in  the  hands  of  the  Louisiana  Conference, 
Methodist  Protestant  church. 
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Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  we,  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Protestant  church,  now  in  the 
seventy-third  session  in  Jonesboro,  La.,  this  17th  day  of 
November,  1919,  authorize  and  instruct  Rev.  E.  M.  Mouser, 
the  duly  elected  president  of  this  Conference,  to  make  deed 
to  the  said  property  to  Rev.  L.  H.  Swazzee,  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  and 
to  make  just  such  deed  to  the  said  L.  H  .Swazzee  and  to  his 
successors  in  office  as  the  said  Louisiana  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  church  now  holds. 


QUESTIONS  ON  Mo  P.  CHURCH 

When  was  the  Methodist  Protestant  church  organized  ? 
In  the  year  1828. 

From  what  church  did  most  of  its  members  come? 
The  Methodist  Episcopal  church. 

Why  did  they  leave  that  church?  Because  they  be- 
lieved in  a  representative  government,  a  church  government 
of  the  people,  by  the  people  and  for  the  people. 

Is  the  Methodist  Protestant  church  older  that  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South  ?  It  is  by  more  than  a 
dozen  years. 

Why  did  the  M.  E.  South  leave  the  M.  E.  Church? 
Because  of  the  agitation  over  slavery. 

Was  there  a  layman  officially  seated  in  the  General 
Conference  which  divided  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ? 
No  there  was  not. 

Are  laymen  now  given  full  rights  in  the  M.  E,  South? 
They  are  not. 

Did  Methodist  Protestant  also  divide  on  the  slavery 
question?      They  did. 

Are  they  still  divided?  They  are  not,  having  united 
in  1877.   - 

Are  they  the  only  large  church  that  has  thus  united? 
They  are. 

V/hat  may  be  said  of  the  spirituality  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  ?  They  are  a  very  religious  people  and 
believe  in  holiness  of  life. 

What  may  be  said  of  their  church  government  ?      It  is 
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more  like  the  United  States  government  than  any  other 
church. 

Do  laymen  have  equal  rights  with  ministers?  They 
most  certainly  do. 

How  are  pastors  stationed?  By  a  committee  chosen 
by  the  Annual  Conference  who  take  into  consideration  the 
wishes  of  the  people,  the  wishes  of  the  minister  and  the 
welfare  of  the  charge. 

May  a  minister  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  station- 
ing committee?  He  may  to  the  entire  Conference,  but  I 
never  saw  anyone  appeal. 

Who  represents  the  charge  in  choosing  a  pastor  and 
all  other  matters  before  the  Annual  Conference?  A  lay 
delegate  elected  by  said  charge  who  has  equal  voice  and  vote. 

Who  said  the  Methodist  Protestant  government  and 
usages  were  like  those  of  the  United  States  ?  Ex-President 
Roosevelt. 

What  stand  does  the  M.  P.  church  take  on  education  ? 
It  stands  for  education  because  it  contends  that  self  govern- 
ment demands  trained  men  and  women. 

Name  some  of  its  educational  institutions  Westmin- 
ster Theological  Seminary,  Western  Maryland  College, 
Adrian  College,  Kansas  City  University,  Westminster  Col- 
lege, Pine  Ridge  Industrial  School. 

What  are  some  of  its  other  institutions  and  agencies  ? 
Old  People's  Home,  Home  of  the  Aged,  Orphans  Home  and 
the  great  official  organs,  "The  Methodist  Recorder"  and 
"The  Methodist  Protestant." 

What  other  work  is  the  church  doing?  Home  Mission 
work  in  many  fruitful  fields.  Foreign  Mission  work  in  Japan, 
China  and  India. 

What  has  it  in  Japan  ?  Thirty-two  native  preachers, 
five  schools  and  more  than  a  thousand  students  and  more 
than  two  thousand  members. 

What  important  thing  shows  progressive  movement 
in  the  church.  The  Million  Dollars  to  be  reaised  for  Mis- 
sions and  Education  during  this  year. 

Has  the  Methodist  Protestant  church  a  mission  in 
America?      It  has. 
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What  is  its  mission?  To  show  the  Christian  world  a 
real  democracy  in  church  government. 

Is  this  message  being  heedt^d?  It  certainly  is  for 
there  is  an  outcry  in  Episcopal  Methodism  fpr  lay  rights 
and  women's  rights.  There  is  a  movement  eveiy where  for 
democracy  in  church  affairs. 

What  is  the  Bible  Motto  of  Methodist  Protestants? 
''One  is  your  Master  even  Christ  and  all  ye  are  brethren." — 
Matt.  23:8. 

W^hy  is  the  'Methodist  Protestant  church  gripping  the 
people  as  never  before?  First,  because  of  its  democracy, 
then  it  is  alive,  awake  and  going.  Besides  this  it  is  a  reli- 
g'ous  church  and  one  that  does  not  compromise  with  the 
devil. 


REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES 
Education 

We  your  committee  on  education,  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

There  is  a  marked  degree  of  progress  in  every  line  of 
endeavor  today  and' only  that  institution  can  long  survive 
that  is  able  to  cope  with  the  obstacles  thrown  in  the  way. 
As  a  church. we  are  no  exception  to  this  rule.  Although  we 
have  the  same  loving  Father  as  had  the  Saints  of  old,  though 
we  are  redeemed  by  the  same  precious  blood,  and  are  trav- 
eling toward  the  same  final  abode,  yet,  there  are  problems 
confronting  us  today  that  they  never  had  to  solve.  To  face 
these  problems  we  must  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
weapons  we  have  the  privilege  of  using.  The  moi:e  efficient 
we  become  in  the  use  of  these  weapons,  the  more  easily  will 
the  enemy  be  overcome.  To  met  the  great  responsibilities 
our  work  for  the  Master  has  placed  upon  us,  we  need  better 
preparation.  We  need  education.  Before  our  church 
looms  a  greater  future,  a  greater  sphere  of  usefulness,  if  we 
take  advantage  of  the  wonderful  opportunities  God  has  so 
graciously  given  us.  With  the  means  of  a  greater  prepa- 
ration, a  greater  efficiency  within  our  grasp,  let  us  not  fail 
to  make  the  most  of  it. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  work  our  institutions  of  learn- 
ing are  doing,  and  especially  that  of  our  nearest,  Westmin- 
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ster  College.  Let  us  give  it  our  heartiest  support  and 
pledge  our  earnest  co-operation  in  its  fight  for  an  educated 
ministry. 

We  recommend  that  an  assessment  be  made  by  our 
Committee  on  Finance  for  Westminster  College,  and  that 
each  pastor  within  the  bounds  of  this  Conference  fully  pre- 
sent its  need^  to  his  several  classes. 

We  further  recommend  that  each  minister  within  the 
Conference  put  forth  a  greater  effort  to  place  more  and 
better  reading  matter  in  the  homes  of  his  people,  and  it  is 
suggested  that  a  library  suitable  to  the  needs  of  each  class 
be  procured  and  kept  in  the  church  building  for  the  constant 
use  of  minister  and  laity. 

Vv^e  also  recommend  that  this  Annual  Conference  take 
immediate  action  to  secure  a  Circulating  Library,  to  be  sup- 
ported by  and  used  by  both  ministers  and  laity;  that  the 
Chair  be  given  the  power  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  formu- 
late plans  for  securing  this  library,  same  committee  to  m.ake 
report  during  the  sitting  of  this  Annual  Conference. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  a  stricter  observance 
of  our  prescribed  course  of  study  be  given  by  our  undergrad- 
uates. We  are  going  into  the  battle  today  with  great  re- 
sponsibilities and  great  opportunities.  Let  us  go  better 
equipped,  better  ready  to  meet  the  struggle  that  lies  out 
before  us.  Let  us  as  a  church  "study  to  show  ourselves 
approved  unto  God,  workmen  that  tieedeth  not  to  be  asham- 
ed, rightly  dividing  the  work  of  truth."  To  the  extent  that 
we  do,  we  shall  be  blessed  as  a  people  and  as  a  denomination 
by  our  Heavenly  Father.
